Photographer rides out Ian to capture the 
storm for others 


(AP) - arsen has lived on 
Sanibel Island for 12 years 
and until last week had 
never experienced a major 
hurricane. The 76-year- 
old who moved from Cali- 
fornia decided to ride out 
Hurricane Ian in his con- 
dominium with little idea 
of the horror he was about 
to go through. 


He filled his bathtub with 
water, stocked up on food 
and water, and made sure 
batteries were charged and 
his windows were rated to 
withstand 150 mph (240 
kph) winds. He followed the 
forecast thinking the island 
would get strong wind and 
rain, and trees would fall, but 
areas to the north would take 
the hardest hit. 


“I have to tell you, I felt fairly 
safe going into this, but when 
the glass blew out and started 
shattering inside … I real- 
ized this was a problem,” said 
Larsen, who has since “re- 
treated to Orlando.” 


There was another reason 
Larsen wanted to stay. He is 
the part owner and photogra- 
pher for the local news web- 
site santivachronicle.com. 


“I stayed behind to record 
the event and record the af- 
termath for publication with- 
out realizing exactly how 
bad this storm was going to 
be,” Larsen said in a Zoom 
interview. “I tried to pho- 
tograph the storm as it was 
happening. The high winds, 
the rain, the surge from the 
Gulf. After the storm I tried 
to document what was left, 
what damage was done, and 
it was horrific.” 


But with no internet or cell 
phone connectivity, he wasn’t 
able to publish any material 
until several days later when 
he was safely evacuated. 


Larsen has spent a career in 
television and continues to 
run a television distribution 
consulting 
company. 
His 
first television job was as a 
reporter and anchor at an In- 
dianapolis station. One of his 
co-workers was weatherman 
David Letterman. 


Larsen was attracted to Sani- 
bel because of its old Florida 
charm and the community of 
residents who want to pre- 
serve it. The barrier island off 
Fort Myers has no buildings 


taller than three stories, no 
chain restaurants or stores, 
no traffic lights and is home 
to locally owned shops. It’s 
famous for the thousands of 
shells that wash up on the 
beaches and is a quaint, pic- 
turesque island for tourists. 


He and his wife vacationed 
there a few years before de- 
ciding to move to the island 
of about 6,500 full-time resi- 
dents. Sanibel attracts retirees 
— about 57% of the popula- 
tion is 65 years old or older 
— and while not an enclave 
for the mega-rich, the me- 
dian value of owner-occu- 
pied homes tops $700,000 
and its per capita income is 
more than $90,000, both well 
above state averages. 


“At the moment, it looks 


like nothing you would re- 
member if you had ever vis- 
ited Sanibel. It’s devastated,” 
Larsen said. 


While he, his wife and two 
dogs took shelter in an inte- 
rior room during the storm, 
he ventured out the next 
morning with his camera 
hoping to get images for his 
news website, which covers 
community events, human 
interest stories and features 
on residents of Sanibel and 
nearby Captiva Island. 


“It was like living in a war 
zone — just decimated prop- 
erty 
and 
condominiums, 
trees gone, I don’t think there 
was a car that survived. It was 
pretty dramatic, much worse 
than I’ve ever experienced,” 
Larsen said. 
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After storms, NYC moving location of planned migrant shelter 


(AP) — Giant tents for 
temporarily housing mi- 
grants arriving in New 
York City are being moved 
to an island off Manhat- 
tan from a remote corner 
of the Bronx, after storms 
raised 
concerns 
over 
flooding at the original 
site. 


Mayor 
Eric 
Adams 
an- 
nounced Monday that the 
city’s 
humanitarian 
relief 
center will now be on Ran- 
dall’s Island, which sits in the 
waters between Manhattan, 
Queens and the Bronx. It’s 
connected by five bridges to 
the three boroughs, and peo- 
ple can take buses or walk off 
the island to reach the city’s 
subway system. 


The center’s tents had been 
put up in a parking lot at Or- 
chard Beach, in the northeast 
part of the Bronx on Long Is- 
land Sound, where access to 
public transportation is lim- 
ited. Images online showed 
water ponding at the site 
following rainfall over the 
weekend. 
In a statement announcing 
the change, Adams said while 
the city could have made the 
original location work, mov- 


ing the center “is the most 
efficient and effective path 
forward.” 


The city’s plan for Orchard 
Beach had been met with 
concern by immigration ad- 
vocates, who cited its inacces- 
sibility among other reasons, 
and that concern extended to 
the new location. 


“The city must look to other 
solutions instead of tent cit- 
ies, where our clients will be 
isolated, vulnerable to ex- 
treme weather, and far from 
public 
transportation 
and 
other critical services,” the 
Legal Aid Society and the 
Coalition for the Homeless 
said in a statement issued 
Tuesday. 


Adams said the new site 
would open in around the 
same time as the original 
one, although he didn’t spec- 
ify when that would be, and 
would house 500 people. 


In recent months, New York 
City has seen an unexpected 
increase in migrants seeking 
asylum in the United States, 
sent to the city from other 
states including Texas and 
Arizona. 
The influx has put a strain 
on the city’s shelter system, 
leading officials to look for 
places to house people and 
proposing the temporary tent 
facilities. 


US to require more rest between shifts for flight attendants 


(AP) – Airlines will be re- 
quired to give flight atten- 
dants at least 10 hours off 
duty between shifts, one 
more hour than currently, 
under a rule announced 
Tuesday by the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 


Acting FAA Administrator 
Billy Nolen said that the ex- 
tra hour of rest would con- 
tribute to safety. 


The rule goes into effect in 
30 days, and airlines have up 
to 90 days to comply. 


Congress directed the FAA 
in 2018 to increase the rest 
requirement for flight atten- 
dants and eliminate a provi- 
sion that let crews work with 
less rest under some circum- 
stances. 


“It took us way too long, but 
we are finally here,” Nolen 
said at a news conference 
at Reagan Washington Na- 
tional Airport, where he was 
flanked by more than a dozen 
flight attendants. 


Current federal rules allow 
flight attendants to work up 
to 14 hours in a day and get 
nine hours of rest between 
shifts. 


The Association of Flight At- 
tendants has fought for years 
for a longer break between 
shifts. The union thought it 
had prevailed four years ago, 
when Congress voted by 
large margins to require more 
rest. The union’s president, 
Sara Nelson, appeared with 
Nolen at the news confer- 
ence and accused the Trump 
administration of attempting 
to kill the expansion through 
regulatory foot-dragging. 


Union officials have pointed 
to a 2020-2021 increase in 
incidents involving unruly 
passengers as demonstrating 
the need to give cabin crews 
more rest between shifts. 
Airlines have reported fewer 
incidents since the federal re- 
quirement to wear face masks 
on flights ended in April. 


“This is a small handful of 


people making it hell for 
flight attendants on the front 
lines,” Nelson said. 


The FAA took public com- 
ments on the extra rest re- 
quirement in both 2019 and 
2021 and received more than 
1,000 comments from air- 


lines, flight attendants and 
the public. 


Airlines for America, a trade 
group representing the larg- 
est U.S. airlines, said safety 
is always the industry’s top 
priority, and “having rested 
and alert flight attendants 


who are prepared to carry out 
their responsibilities, includ- 
ing cabin safety and other 
duties, is critical to this goal.” 
The group said it supports 
“scientifically validated and 
data-driven countermeasures 
to prevent fatigue.” 
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3rd Iowa teen takes plea deal in killing near high school 


(AP) — A third teenag- 
er charged with murder 
in the drive-by shooting 
death of a 15-year-old 
boy outside a Des Moines 
high school in March has 
agreed to plead guilty to 
lesser crimes. 


The plea agreement accept- 
ed by a state court judge on 
Monday may allow Gumaro 
Marquez-Jacobo, 18, to avoid 
prison time for charges re- 
lated to the March 7 death of 
15-year-old Jose Lopez. 


Marquez-Jacobo will plead 
guilty to being an accessory 
after the fact, providing a pis- 
tol to a person under 21, and 
being a person ineligible to 
carry a dangerous weapon. 
The charges together carry 
a penalty of up to four years 
in prison. But prosecutors 
agreed to recommend sus- 


pended sentences and fines 
and two years of probation, 
court documents said. 


Sentencing was set for May 
30. 


As part of the plea Marquez- 
Jacobo 
acknowledged 
he 
knew the March 7 shooting 
had occurred and that certain 
people had carried it out. 


“I aided those persons by 
driving away from a second- 
ary location with the intent to 
prevent their apprehension,” 
he said in court documents. 


The shooting was allegedly 
carried out by 10 teenagers 
aged 14 to 18, riding in three 
vehicles and using at least 
six guns from which they 
fired more than 42 bullets 
toward several youth stand- 
ing near East High School, 


Des Moines police have said. 
Lopez died from gunshot 
wounds. His sister and one of 
her female friends were seri- 
ously injured. 


Court documents filed last 
week indicated that Manuel 


Buezo, 17, and Kevin Mar- 
tinez, 16, also have agreed to 
plea deals. 


Among the remaining defen- 
dants, one is scheduled to go 
to trial on Oct. 17 and three 
others on March 6. The re- 


maining defendant charged 
as an adult has a trial date of 
April 10. Two other defen- 
dants aged 14 and 15 at the 
time of the shooting remain 
in juvenile court. 


Smacked asteroid’s debris trail more than 6,000 miles long 


(AP) — The asteroid that 
got smacked by a NASA 
spacecraft is now being 
trailed by thousands of 
miles of debris from the 
impact. 


Astronomers captured the 
scene millions of miles away 
with a telescope in Chile. 
Their 
remarkable 
obser- 
vation two days after last 
month’s planetary defense 
test was recently released a 
National Science Foundation 
lab in Arizona. 


The image shows an expand- 
ing, comet-like tail more than 
6,000 miles (10,000 kilome- 


ters) long, consisting of dust 
and other material spewed 
from the impact crater. 


This plume is accelerating 
away from the harmless as- 
teroid, in large part, because 
of pressure on it from so- 
lar radiation, said Matthew 
Knight of the U.S. Naval Re- 
search Laboratory, who made 
the observation along with 
Lowell Observatory’s Teddy 
Kareta using the Southern 
Astrophysical Research Tele- 
scope. 


Scientists expect the tail to 
get even longer and disperse 
even more, becoming so ten- 


uous at one point that it’s un- 
detectable. 


“At that point, the material 


will be like any other dust 
floating around the solar sys- 
tem,” Knight said in an email 
Tuesday. 


More 
observations 
are 
planned to determine how 
much and what kind of mate- 
rial was hurled from the 525- 
foot 
(160-meter) 
Dimor- 
phos, a moonlet of a larger 
asteroid. 


Launched nearly a year ago, 
NASA’s Dart spacecraft was 
destroyed in the head-on col- 
lision. The $325 million mis- 
sion to deflect an asteroid’s 
orbit was intended as a dress 
rehearsal for the day a killer 
rock heads our way. Dimor- 
phos and its companion rock 
never posed a threat to Earth 
and still do not, according to 
NASA. 


Trump files $475 million defamation lawsuit against CNN 


(AP) — Former President 
Donald Trump on Mon- 
day sued CNN, seeking 
$475 million in damages, 
saying the network had 
defamed him in an effort 
to short-circuit any future 


political campaign. 


The lawsuit, filed in U.S. 
District Court in Fort Lau- 
derdale, 
Florida, 
focuses 
primarily on the term “The 
Big Lie” about Trump’s false 


claims of widespread fraud 
that he says cost him the 2020 
presidential election to Joe 
Biden. 


CNN said it had no com- 
ment on the lawsuit. 


Trump repeatedly attacked 
CNN as president, which 
resonated with his conserva- 
tive followers. He has simi- 
larly filed lawsuits against 
big tech companies with lit- 
tle success. His case against 
Twitter for knocking him off 
its platform following the 
Jan. 6, 2021, U.S. Capitol in- 
surrection was thrown out by 
a California judge earlier this 
year. 
Numerous federal and local 


election officials in both par- 
ties, a long list of courts, top 
former campaign staffers and 
even Trump’s own attorney 
general have all said there is 
no evidence of the election 
fraud he alleges. 


Trump’s lawsuit claims “The 
Big Lie,” a phrase with Nazi 
connotations, has been used 
in reference to him more 
than 7,700 times on CNN 
since January 2021. 


“It is intended to aggravate, 
scare and trigger people,” he 
said. 


In a statement Monday, 
Trump suggested that simi- 
lar lawsuits would be filed 


against other news organi- 
zations. And he said he may 
also bring “appropriate ac- 
tion” against the House com- 
mittee investigating the Jan. 
6 attack on the Capitol by 
his supporters. The lawsuit 
comes as he is weighing a po- 
tential bid for the presidency 
in 2024. 


New CNN chief Chris Li- 
cht privately urged his news 
personnel in a meeting more 
than three months ago to re- 
frain from using the phrase 
because it is too close to 
Democratic efforts to brand 
the former president, accord- 
ing to several published re- 
ports. 
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Finnish city removes last publicly displayed statue of Lenin 


(AP) — A city in south- 
eastern Finland on Tues- 
day removed the country’s 
last 
publicly 
displayed 
statue of Russian revolu- 
tionary leader Vladimir 
Lenin following pressure 
from residents in the wake 
of Russia’s war in Ukraine. 


A group of construction 
workers in Kotka, a port city 
of 52,000 not far from the 
border with Russia, hoisted 
the statue into a truck and 
drove it away to a warehouse 
of a local museum. 


City museum director Kirsi 
Niku told Finnish public 
broadcaster YLE that the 
bronze bust was designed 
and constructed by Estonian 
sculptor Matti Varik in the 
late 1970s on orders from 


Moscow. 


It was presented to Kotka in 
1979 as a gift from friendship 
city Tallinn, then the capital 
of the Estonian Soviet repub- 
lic and now the capital of the 
Baltic nation of Estonia. 


Presenting such statues was 
a common practice by Mos- 
cow, particularly in the 1970s 
and 1980s, to underline the 
Finnish-Soviet friendship in 
the post-WWII era. 


The Lenin statue is located in 
a central Kotka park adjacent 
to a wooden house where the 
Bolshevik party founder who 
became the Soviet Union’s 
first premier is said to have 
stayed. 


The statue was vandalized 


over the years but remained 
in the park until Kotka’s city 
council decided to have it 
removed. Other European 
countries have moved to get 
rid of their remaining Soviet- 
era monuments since Russia 
invaded Ukraine more than 
seven months ago. 


Finland and Russia share a 
1,340-kilometer (830-mile) 
land border and a complicat- 
ed history. 


Finland remained a part of 
the Russian Empire as an 
autonomous Grand Duchy 
for over a hundred years un- 
til Dec. 6, 1917, when it de- 
clared independence in the 
wake of the Russian Revolu- 
tion led by Lenin. 


Lenin and the Bolshevik 


leadership recognized the 
Nordic’s country indepen- 
dence on the last day of 1917. 
Ahead of the Russian Revo- 
lution, Lenin was exiled to 
Finland on several occasions, 
living in various cities and 
towns across the southern 
part of the country. 


The southern Finnish indus- 
trial and university city of 
Tampere hosts a Lenin mu- 
seum. Future Soviet dictator 
Josef Stalin and Lenin met 
for the first time in Tampere 
in 1905 during a meeting of 
Bolshevik leaders in the city. 


North Korea sends missile soaring over Japan in escalation 


(AP) — North Korea on 
Tuesday 
conducted 
its 
longest-ever weapons test, 
a nuclear-capable ballistic 
missile that flew over Ja- 


pan and could reach the 
U.S. Pacific territory of 
Guam and beyond, forc- 
ing the Japanese govern- 
ment to issue evacuation 
alerts and halt trains. 


The South Korean and U.S. 
militaries 
responded 
by 
launching fighter jets which 
fired weapons at a target off 
South Korea’s west coast in 
a show of strength against 
North Korea. 


The North Korean missile 
launch was its most provoca- 
tive weapons demonstration 
this year, as it pushes to de- 
velop a fully-fledged nuclear 
arsenal capable of threatening 
the U.S. mainland and its al- 
lies with the goal of wrest- 
ing concessions from those 
countries, some experts say. 


North Korea has test-fired 
about 40 missiles over about 
20 different launch events 
this year as its leader, Kim 
Jong Un, refuses to return to 
nuclear diplomacy with the 
United States. 


The United States strongly 
condemned North Korea’s 
“dangerous and reckless de- 
cision” to launch what it de- 
scribed as a “long-range bal- 
listic missile” over Japan. 


The launch is the fifth round 
of weapons tests by North 
Korea in the past 10 days. 
The testing spree is an appar- 
ent response to two sets of 
military drills -- one between 


Washington and Seoul and 
the other involving Washing- 
ton, Seoul and Tokyo -- off 
the Korean Peninsula’s east 
coast last week. 


North Korea regards such 
drills involving the United 
States as an invasion re- 
hearsal. It was expected to 
react strongly this time be- 
cause both exercises involved 
a U.S. aircraft carrier, which 
North Korea views as more 
provocative. 


Japanese authorities alerted 
residents in its northeast- 
ern regions to evacuate to 
shelters, in the first “J-alert” 
since 2017 when North Ko- 
rea fired an intermediate- 
range Hwasong-12 missile 
twice over Japan in a span of 
weeks during a previous run 
of weapons tests. 


Trains were suspended in 
the Hokkaido and Aomori 
regions until the govern- 
ment issued a notice that the 
North Korean missile ap- 
peared to have landed in the 
Pacific. In Sapporo city, the 
prefectural capital of Japan’s 
northernmost main island of 
Hokkaido, subways were also 
temporarily halted, with sta- 
tions packed with morning 
commuters. 


Japanese Prime Minister Fu- 
mio Kishida told reporters 
the launch “is a reckless act 
and I strongly condemn it.” 


South Korean President Yoon 
Suk Yeol said North Korea’s 
“reckless nuclear provoca- 
tions” would meet a stern 
response from the South 
and the broader interna- 


tional community. His mili- 
tary separately warned that 
North Korea’s repeated mis- 
sile launches would deepen 
its international isolation and 
prompt Seoul and Washing- 
ton to bolster their deter- 
rence capacities. 


The missile’s flight distance 
shows it has enough range 
to hit Guam, home to U.S. 
military bases that have sent 
advanced warplanes to the 
Korean Peninsula in shows 
of force during past periods 
of tension with North Korea. 
In 2017, North Korea threat- 
ened to make “an enveloping 
fire” near Guam with Hwa- 
song-12 missiles amid rising 
animosities with the then- 
Trump administration. 
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Britain’s Wallace calls Ukraine war a ‘wakeup call’ for NATO 


(AP) 
— 
Britain’s 
de- 
fense secretary said Tues- 
day that Russia’s war on 
Ukraine has been a “wake- 
up call” for NATO mem- 
bers, making them realize 
that their militaries need 
to be better and invest 
more in defense. 


British Defense Secretary 
Ben Wallace said many na- 
tions in Europe had become 
complacent after the collapse 
of the Soviet Union, and that 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin has become “in a sense, 
a gift to NATO.” 


He spoke during a panel dis- 
cussion at the Warsaw Secu- 
rity Forum, a two-day gather- 
ing of trans-Atlantic leaders, 
security and defense experts. 
Conference attendees includ- 
ed Ukraine’s first lady, Olena 
Zelenska, who thanked Po- 
land and other allies for their 
support of her country. 


Wallace described Putin as 
a “pantomime villain” who 
“reminded us that there real- 
ly is somebody out there who 
really, really wants to not only 
challenge us, but wants to in- 
flict violence.” 
He said there is agree- 
ment among his colleagues 
that they have not invested 
enough in their militaries. 
“On the surface our militaries 
can boast numbers,” he said 
at the forum. “But below that 
bonnet, we have not enough 
infrastructure, not enough 
spare parts, not enough per- 
sonnel, not enough modern 
weaponry, not enough weap- 
on stocks. That’s all coming 
home to roost, and we’re 
going to have to deal with 
that. And that is going to cost 
money.” 


The British government has 
said that it plans to increase 
its military spending in the 
next years to 3% of GDP. 


Germany’s Foreign Minis- 
ter Annalena Baerbock was 
asked about the criticism 
Germany has faced in Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe, 
where many feel Berlin made 
itself too dependent on Rus- 
sian gas in the past and did 
not move forcefully enough 


to send weapons to Ukraine. 


She said: “I can totally under- 
stand that there are so many 
questions especially in the 
Eastern countries: ‘so do you 
mean it this time?’” 
“And I can only say: please 
trust us, yes, we mean it. 


This time we will defend 
every corner of our NATO 
territory. We will support 
Ukraine as long as they need 
us but we will do it with our 
international partners,” Baer- 
bock said. 


UK still backs Rwanda deportations despite legal challenge 


(AP) — Britain’s immigra- 
tion minister said Tuesday 
that people who arrive 
by unauthorized means 
should not be allowed to 
claim asylum in the U.K. 
and she vowed to press on 
with a contentious plan to 
send some asylum-seek- 
ers on a one-way trip to 
Rwanda. 


Home 
Secretary 
Suella 
Braverman 
acknowledged 
that a legal challenge to the 
policy means it’s unlikely 
anyone will be deported to 
the east African country this 
year. 


Under a deal signed in April, 
Britain plans to send some 
migrants who arrive in the 
U.K. as stowaways or in small 
boats to Rwanda, where their 
asylum claims would be pro- 
cessed. Those granted asy- 
lum would stay in the African 
country rather than returning 
to the U.K. 


The 
British 
government 
has said the policy will de- 
ter people-trafficking gangs 
who ferry migrants across 
the English Channel. Hu- 
man rights groups say it is 
unworkable and inhumane 
to send people thousands of 
miles away to a country they 
don’t want to live in. 


Braverman was appointed last 


month by new Prime Minis- 
ter Liz Truss. Speaking at the 
ruling Conservative Party’s 
annual conference Tuesday, 
she said she would make 
the Rwanda policy work and 
was seeking to strike similar 
agreements with other coun- 
tries. 


She said she also would try 
to change the law so peo- 
ple who arrive in Britain by 
means other than established 
refugee programs can be de- 
ported. 
“If 
you 
deliberately 
en- 
ter the U.K. illegally from 


a safe country, you should 
be swiftly returned to your 
come country or relocated to 
Rwanda,” Braverman said. 


Tim Naor Hilton, chief ex- 
ecutive of the group Refu- 
gee Action, said such a move 
would be “a blatant breach of 
the international refugee laws 
that the U.K. proudly helped 
create in the first place.” 
Clare Mosley, founder of 
refugee charity Care4Calais, 
said it was “barbaric, untruth- 
ful and unnecessary.” 
“If this government truly 
wanted to stop small boat 


crossings it would offer safe 
passage to those who have a 
viable claim for asylum,” she 
said. 


Britain 
has 
already 
paid 
Rwanda 120 million pounds 
($145 million) but no one has 
been sent there as part of the 
deal. The U.K. was forced 
to cancel the first deporta- 
tion flight at the last minute 
in June after the European 
Court of Human Rights 
ruled that the plan carried “a 
real risk of irreversible harm.” 


Braverman railed against the 


ruling. “We cannot allow a 
foreign court to undermine 
the sovereignty of our bor- 
ders,” she said, though she 
has dropped an idea suggest- 
ed by the previous govern- 
ment of pulling Britain out 
of the international human 
rights court. 


Several asylum-seekers, aid 
groups and a border offi- 
cials’ union took legal action 
against the government in the 
British courts, with a hearing 
due later this month. 


Thousands of people a year 
try to cross one of the world’s 
busiest shipping lanes in din- 
ghies and other fragile craft 
in hope of a new life in the 
U.K. More than 35,500 peo- 
ple have made the crossing so 
far this year, up from 28,000 
in 2021. 
Dozens have died in the at- 
tempt in recent years. 
The crossings, and how to 
stop them, are a source of 
friction between the U.K. 
and France. Braverman said 
the U.K. was committed to 
working with France to stop 
the smuggling gangs. 


She said French authorities 
were stopping between 40% 
and 50% of boats trying to 
leave. 
“That’s not good enough but 
it’s better than nothing,” she 
said. 
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Blue Jays earn top wild card, beat Os 5-1 
as Guerrero homers 


(AP) — Vladimir Guer- 
rero Jr. hit his 32nd homer 
and the Toronto Blue Jays 
earned the top seed for 


an American League wild 
card series with a 5-1 rain- 
shortened 
victory 
over 
the Baltimore Orioles on 
Monday night. 


Play was halted by rain with 
Toronto batting with two 
outs in the eighth and called 
after a wait of 55 minutes. 


Toronto clinched the right to 
host a best-of-three playoff 
series against Seattle or Tam- 
pa Bay starting Friday when 
the Mariners lost to Detroit 
later Monday. 


“There was one singular fo- 
cus today when the game did 
start and that was to win,” 
Blue Jays interim manager 
John Schneider said. “You 
really can’t say enough how 
they responded.” 


Whit Merrifield went 3 for 3 
with an RBI for the Blue Jays, 
who have won four straight. 


Before a crowd of just 10,642, 
José Berríos (12-7) allowed 
one run and three hits with 
five strikeouts and three 
walks over six innings. 


“I thought we were going to 
have a delay but we started 
on time,” Berríos said. “I 
just went there to compete 
and get that win for the team 
and we did it. The mound 
was wet and it was raining all 
night.” 


Tim Mayza earned his sec- 
ond save. 


Baltimore’s Jorge Mateo stole 
his American League-leading 
35th base, one ahead of team- 
mate Cedric Mullins. 


Baltimore already had se- 
cured a winning season for 
the first time since 2016. 


Toronto took a 2-0 lead off 
Dean Kremer in the second 
on a single by Merrifield that 
scored Teoscar Hernández 
and Matt Chapman. 


Guerrero boosted the lead to 
3-0 with a 422-drive over the 
left-field wall in the third. He 
became the fourth player in 
Blue Jays franchise history to 
hit at least 32 home runs at 
age 24 or younger. 


The Orioles got the board in 
the bottom half on a sacrifice 
fly by Anthony Santander 
that Hernandez was able to 
snag with a running, leaping 
catch at the right-field fence. 


A wild pitch by Kremer al- 
lowed Merrifield to score in 
the fifth as the Blue Jays in- 
creased the lead to 4-1. 


“I can do different things to 
help and impact the game,” 
Merrifield said. “It’s nice that 
they’re coming at big times 
for us.” 


Kremer (8-7) allowed four 
runs and six hits with four 
strikeouts and one walk over 
six innings. He ends the sea- 
son with a 3.23 ERA over 21 
starts. 


Chapman added an RBI sin- 
gle in the eighth. 


“Not easy to play in,” Ori- 
oles manager Brandon Hyde 
said. “Kind of a tough night 
all around. Wet, cold. Dean, 
it affected him a little bit. His 
stuff wasn’t the same as it is 
normally.” 


La Russa steps down as White Sox manager over health issues 


(AP) — Tony La Russa 
stepped down as manager 
of the Chicago White Sox 
on Monday because of a 
pair of health issues, end- 
ing a disappointing two- 
year run in the same spot 
where the Hall of Famer 
got his first job as a big 
league skipper. 


La Russa, a three-time World 
Series champion who turns 
78 on Tuesday, missed the fi- 
nal 34 games with the under- 
achieving White Sox. He left 
the team on Aug. 30 because 
of problems with a pacemak- 
er that was implanted in Feb- 
ruary. 


While La Russa was away 
from the team, he got 
checked for a different medi- 
cal issue that was previously 
diagnosed during an annual 
exam. That second health 
problem led to his departure 
from the team. 


“Now however that I’m in 
the treatment program, it’s 
become obvious that the 
length of the treatment and 
recovery process for the sec- 
ond issue makes it impossible 


to be the manager in 2023,” 
La Russa said. 


Chicago began the season 
with World Series aspirations 
but was plagued by injuries 
and inconsistent play. It im- 
proved to 80-80 with a 3-2 
victory over Minnesota on 
Monday night. 


Speaking in front of much of 
the organization, including 
his players, La Russa shoul- 
dered the blame for what 
happened this year. 


“I understand the ultimate 
responsibility for each minus 
this season belongs to the 
manager,” he said. “That’s ac- 
curate, because there’s always 
something else you could do. 


“I was hired to provide posi- 
tive, difference-making lead- 
ership and support. Our re- 
cord this year is proof I did 
not do my job.” 


Bench coach Miguel Cairo 
took over after La Russa 
stepped away. The White Sox 
showed a spark right after 
the change, winning 10 of 
14. But they dropped eight 


straight in late September, 
dashing their playoff hopes. 


General manager Rick Hahn 
said Cairo will get an inter- 
view for the full-time job, 
but indicated a preference for 
someone outside the organi- 
zation. 


“I think we are going to use 
this opportunity to get differ- 
ent perspectives,” Hahn said. 


La Russa, who is close friends 
with White Sox chairman 
Jerry Reinsdorf, was a sur- 
prise hire in October 2020, 
and he directed the team to 
the AL Central title last year. 


But the White Sox sput- 
tered throughout much of 
2022, and there were chants 
of “Fire Tony! Fire Tony!” at 
Guaranteed Rate Field. 


La Russa continued to be a 
lightning rod for fans who 
weren’t thrilled with his 
hiring in the first place. His 
lineups came under question 
as did his decisions in games. 


Some fans chanted for La 
Russa’s dismissal following a 


strange call for an intentional 
walk to to the Dodgers’ Trea 
Turner despite a 1-2 count 
on June 9. Bennett Sousa had 
just bounced an 0-2 slider, al- 
lowing the runner to advance 
from first to second. 


But there were big questions 
about whether La Russa was 
the right person for the job 
when the White Sox hired 


him to replace Rick Rent- 
eria. He hadn’t filled out a 
lineup card since 2011, when 
St. Louis beat Texas in the 
World Series. There were 
doubts about how someone 
known more for his scowl 
than smile would mesh 
with a fun-loving team that 
had just delivered the White 
Sox’s first playoff appearance 
since 2008. 
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Another blow for Yankees bullpen going 
into postseason 


(AP) — Yankees reliever 
Ron Marinaccio was put 
on the 15-day injured list 
Tuesday, another blow to 
the injury-plagued New 
York bullpen before the 
playoffs. 


Marinaccio has a stress reac- 
tion in his right shin. The 
rookie right-hander threw 
only 12 pitches before exiting 
Sunday because of soreness 
that he has described as a lin- 
gering issue. He will miss the 
AL Division Series. 


Manager Aaron Boone said 
he is hopeful that Marinacco 
will be able to return for the 
AL Championship Series if 
the Yankees advance in the 
postseason. 


“Just made that kind of dif- 
ficult decision right now. He 
definitely wants to try and 
pitch through it,” Boone said. 
“There’s probably a lot that 
he could pitch through it. It’s 
kind of a gray area. But we 
also worry about it turning 
into a stress fracture” when 
compensating in other ways. 


Before Tuesday’s double- 
header in Texas, the Yankees 
reinstated right-handed re- 
liever Albert Abreu after he 
had been out since Aug. 20 
with right elbow inflamma- 
tion. 


Miguel Castro on Monday 
made his first appearance 
since July 10 after recover- 
ing from a strained shoulder. 
The right-hander came on 
after Luis Severino’s seven 
no-hit innings, and allowed 
a one-out hit to rookie Josh 
Jung in the eighth. 


Left-hander Wandy Peralta, 
sidelined since Sept. 18 with 
back tightness, was expected 
to face hitters at Somerset, 
New Jersey, on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Boone said re- 
liever Clay Holmes, who 
had a cortisone injection last 
week for inflammation in his 
right rotator cuff, was also 
throwing there. 


Marinaccio is 1-0 with a 
2.05 ERA in his 40 appear- 
ances, with 56 strikeouts in 


44 innings. By not allow- 
ing an earned run 34 times, 
he matched the franchise 
record with Joba Chamber- 
lain (2007-08) for most such 
games in the first 40 career 
games. 


“He’s had an outstanding 
season and he’s a very im- 
portant part of what’s go- 
ing on down there,” Boone 
said. “Hopefully we get him 
back if we can advance to the 
next round. This time can 
be valuable and can get him 
just a little bit healthier and 
stronger.” 


Boone said he was optimis- 
tic about getting Peralta and 
Holmes back for the ALDS, 
which starts next Tuesday. 


“So feel like we have a lot of 
really, really good options,” 
Boone said. “It’s probably not 
going to be those traditional 
roles as we go on to October. 
So we’ll just mix and match 
with what we feel like is a lot 
of great options.” 


There is also the lingering 


question about Aroldis Chap- 
man (3-4, 4.58 ERA), whose 
postseason roster spot may 
still be in jeopardy. The sev- 
en-time All-Star has walked 
28 batters in his 35 1/3 in- 
nings, including three in his 
last appearance Sunday that 
led to Baltimore going ahead 
with at two-run seventh. 


“That’s one of the challenges, 
is that kind of hit-or-miss na- 
ture that it’s been a little bit 
for him,” Boone said. “We’re 
just going to continue to try 
and, you know, hopefully get 
him in there today and in 
one of these games hopefully 
pitch well and build a little 
momentum there. ... It’s go- 
ing to be a tough call.” 


Naomi Osaka to publish 
picture book ‘The Way 
Champs Play’ 


(AP) — Naomi Osaka has 
some life lessons she’d 
like to share. 


The tennis superstar has 
a deal with HarperCollins 
Publishers for a children’s 
picture book, “The Way 
Champs Play,” scheduled 
to come out Dec. 6. Illus- 
trated by Kamala Nair, the 
book was arranged through 


Osaka’s new media com- 
pany, Hana Kuma. The story 
is based on Osaka’s organi- 
zation Play Academy, which 
provides grants and training 
for community sports orga- 
nizations. 


“The Way Champs Play” is 
Osaka’s first book. 


“The leadership, confidence, 
teamwork, and resilience I’ve 
learned on the court have 
been so valuable to me and 
that’s why I am so excited 
about my new book, ‘The 
Way Champs Play,’” Osaka, 
24, said in a statement re- 
leased Tuesday. 


“I’ve learned my greatest les- 
sons on the court, and that’s 
why I started Play Academy, 
to ensure girls can stay in 
organized sports,” the four- 
time Grand Slam singles 
champion added. “It’s prov- 
en to give them the skills 
they need to succeed not just 
in sports but in the class- 
room, in the boardroom, and 
within their communities.” 


Pujols hits 703rd home run, passes Babe 
Ruth for 2nd in RBIs 


(AP) — Move over, Babe. 
Prince Albert is the new 
No. 2 on a big baseball list. 


Albert Pujols hit his 703rd 
home run Monday night, 
breaking a tie with Babe 
Ruth for second place in ca- 
reer RBIs. 


The 42-year-old slugger con- 
nected for the St. Louis Car- 
dinals off Pittsburgh Pirates 
right-hander Mitch Keller, 
pulling a two-run shot into 
the left-field stands to snap 
a scoreless tie in the sixth 
inning. It was Pujols’ 35th 
home run at PNC Park, his 
most at any visiting ballpark. 


The drive pushed Pujols’ to- 
tal to 2,216 RBIs, surpassing 
Ruth on the all-time chart. 
Hank Aaron holds the record 
with 2,297. 


“Passing Babe Ruth is a big 
deal,” 
Cardinals 
manager 
Oliver Marmol said after 
his team’s 3-2 loss. “Seeing 
him hit a home run in that 
situation was fun to watch. 
You feel pretty good about 
where you’re at whenever he 


swings, and his home runs 
have been very meaningful.” 


Pujols, who plans to retire af- 
ter the season, has 24 home 
runs — his most since hitting 
31 for the Los Angeles Angels 
in 2016. He is one of four 
players in major league his- 
tory with 700, joining Barry 
Bonds (762), Aaron (755) 
and Ruth (714). 


Pujols did not speak with re- 
porters following the game. 


The three-time MVP and 
11-time All-Star had been 
hitless in eight career at-bats 
against Keller. 


“It’s an amazing time to 
be around him and being 
around this team,” Cardinals 
starting pitcher Jose Quin- 
tana said. “He keeps believ- 
ing in his abilities. The most 
impressive thing is he hom- 
ers, then he’s ready for the 
next one. He wants to keep 
going.”
